It is reliably estimated that with sufficient revenue behind it, 
the plan to loan money to farmers who are financially unable to 
hold their cotton, will result in a more stable market and will add 
at least ten dollars per bale to the price of cotton.

It takes great courage for a 
fellow to stand up before the 
public and acknowledge that he 
has been an imposter and liar for 
many years. 
I now come before 
the public in all meekness and 
humility asd acknowledge that 
for many 
years 
I lied most 
shamefully 
about 
taking 
ice 
water baths. 
For fifteen ^years I 
claimed to my friends that the 
first thing I did on awaking of 
a-morning was to roll out of bed 
into a tub of cold water and ad 
vised them to do likewise. 
I told 
this so often and 90 persistently 
that I finally got so I believed it 
myself and would have become 
grossly insulted if any one had 
questioned the truthfulness of 
the statement. 
In all probability 
I would still be telling this lie, 
had fate not thrust the wife of 
my calm and peaceful bosom up­ 
on the scene. 


How strange are the decrees of 
fate, who can tell when it is going 
to rise up and smite us hip and 
thigh? 
As I have said I had 
been rolling 
that “ ice-water- 
before breakfast bath lie” under 
my tongue as a sweet moisel for 
many years when fate sent an 
inquisitive neighbor to our house. 
The neighbor was a lady who had 
callod upon my wife to ascertain 
how much ice I used in my baths 
and how long I stayed in the 
water each morning, as she had 
prevailed on her husband to form 
the habit for the benefit of his 
health. 
My wife told her that 
she had bjen misinformed, that I 
never bathed in the winter time 
and the few times I bathed in the 
summer, I always used warm 
water.

She also in­ 
formed her that ahe need not 
wiihold the bathing secret from 
her that she would go to me per­ 
sonally and get the formula from 
firs! hands. 


My wife met me at the gate on 
my return home the night after 
Mrs. Johnson 
had (jailed, and 
wanted to know if I had been ad­ 
vising people to take ice-water 
baths, and claiming that I took 
one every rimming before break * 
fast. I became embarrassed and 
began to stammer—a never fail­ 
ing sign to my wife that I’m 
treed.

Johnson for his rheumatism” she 
replied, 
I saw the force and 
logic of her argument and decid­ 
ed at once upon a bold line of 
adion and walked bravely into the 
bath room. 
It was my intention to go to the 
bath tub 
and slosh 
the water 
around with my hands and make a 
noise like I was bathing, but just 
as I started she ask me|to change 
underwear and throw under clothes 
was wearing back 
into the bed

she would hand me a fresh suit. I 
did as she requested, but instead 
of receiving the fresh underwear, 
I was doused from head to foot 
with two gallons of ice water.

When it struck me, I jump­ 
ed at least five feet straight up in 
the air and ye’led murder and fire 
as fast and as loud as I could yell 
I tried to get back into the bed 
room but the door was locked. I 
yelled* whooped and cursed and 
tried to scale the walls, I was 
freezing to death and could find 
nothing to wear in the bath room, 
but a pink kimmona belonging to 
mv wife which I proceeded in all 
haste to put on backward. 
The most pitiful looking sight 
on earth is to see a strong deter­ 
mined man with the thermometer 
hovering around zero, clad only in 
light pink kimmona with its tail 
in front, while the said determin­ 
ed man 
dances the ' ‘Highland 
Fling” and yells "Choctaw” at 
his wife and children. 
It seems to me that I was in 
that bath room at least ten min­ 
utes before my wife unlocked the 
door and pitched my clothes to me 
but she claims that I was not in 
there twp minutes, before unlock­ 
ing the door Bhe made me acknow­ 
ledge that I had lied about taking 
cold baths; made me promise to 
go to church with 
her and the 
children every Sunday, quit chew­ 
ing and smoking, quit lying and 
last but not leal t made me promise 


to vote the prohibition ticket at 
every opportunity. 
It has been five years since my 
wife threw that 
bucket of ice 
water on my Grecian form, and 
I’ll mane an affidavit if any one

police. Bohannon is now at police 
headquarters, 
waiting until a 
warrant charging him with mur­ 
der is issued. 
He confessed to 
killing his wife, but said that she 
shot at him before he took the 
gun away from her and struck 
her on the head with it.—Ex. 
The Mrs. Gibson above referred 
to is a niece of Mrs. J. E. Carl­ 
ton of this city.

displayed a great deal of bravery, 
an experience impossible to oc­ 
cur in Comanche.
